1. That employes who came to 
Georgia after January 1, 1937, be 
first to be dismissed, except in 
posts covered by the merit system 
or in posts of high technical re- 
quirements where immediate re- 
placement by residents would re- 
duce efficiency. 

Preference for Georgians. 

2. That where a Georgian is dis- 
missed from a department, he be 
given preference in rehiring if an- 
other essential! position is left open 
by discharge of a non-resident. 

3. That all future budget adjusts 
ments give preferénce to Geor- 
gians, 

4. That services of all non-rési- 
dents, as defined, be discontinued; 
this with the qualification that im- 
mediate action can be suspended, 
but only ‘gn’ the recommendation 
of the department head. 

Adjourn Till Monday. 

Of non-residents it was said that 
about 44 were in the Highway De- 
partment, with the public health 
service second in number of non- 
residents employed. Positions were 
said to range from minor clerical 
to highly technical posts. 

The committee adjournel until 
Monday, when, according to Chair- | 
man Lanier, it will meet with Gov- 
ernor Rivers to consider action on 
affairs of the Department of Nat- 
ural Resources.

The dominion’s armed forces re- 
mained on the alert, although De- 
fense Minister Ian MacKenzie said 
naval authorities expressed the 
opinion the strange craft reported 
seen by a harbor pilot was not a 
submarine.

Do you get the full value of your 
porterhouse steak ... or is‘the end 
piece unpopular—a left-over for 
hash, perhaps? There is a way to 
prevent this needless waste of ex- 
pensive meat. Next time you buy 
a porterhouse, tell your butcher to 
remove the end section, leaving 
the fatty strip still attached to the 
steak; have him grind the end 
piece, then form it into a cutlet 
and place it in its original posi- 
tion, securing it with a skewer. 
Broil as you would the whole steak 


and every bit of the porterhouse derfull 


will be enjoyable. 


And do you know the difference 
between porterhouse, T-bone and 
club steaks? The T-bone is a con- 
tinuation of the porterhouse, but 
smaller; the club steak has no 
tenderloin, as found in T-bone and 
porterhouse, and also is slightly 
smaller than either.

Some Reductions Favored. 
The Institute survey listed six

The drive for reduction 
in government spending comes 
chiefly from the upper and middle 
income voters, while spending in 
all forms—and especially for re- 
lief—is approved by the lower in- 
come voters. The only two items 
on which there is no substantial 
difference of opinion among in- 
come groups are national defense 
and pensions.

“One of the things we are some- | 
times prone to forget is that we 
pay for .the things we do not have | | 
as truly as we pay for the things 
we do have, but we pay in a 
different kind of coin. ... The’ 
nations or states that have been 
unwilling to spend on education 
are the victims of ignorance, 
superstition, destitution, and of all 
the wretchedness that comes in.

Prizes Will Be Awarded on Rating Basis 


Winners in Festival 
Will Be Announced Dur- 
ing Grant Field Events 
Tonight by the Judges. 


A unique system of competing 
for cash awards offered by The 
Constitution has been devised by 
the band officials for the Fifth 
District High School Band Festi- 
val today. 

The Constitution is offering $75 
awards to each of the classifica- 
tions under which bands enter, but 
strangely enough, the prize does 
not go to “the winner” but to the 
bands winning the highest ratings. 

The only bands in direct com- 
petition with each other are the 
six which will engage in the 
marching contest tonight on the 
grass of Grant field. Of course, the 
$25 awards for the drum majors 
and majorettes will go to the boy 
and girl picked as best. 

But, in the events for the con- 
cert bands being held today at the 
city auditorium, bands will com- 
pete against a standard, to be 
graded according to that standard 


by Graham T. Overgard, famous 
Wayne University band director. 


“Each band will be rated ac- 
cording to the degree of éxcel- 
lence as determined by the judge,” 
Ben Logan Sisk, fifth district band 
chairman, said. 


The Constitution’s cash awards 
will go to the ‘bands with the 
highest rating in each division. 
The money will be divided equally 
if more than one band attains the 
same highest rating in Overgard’s 
estimation. 

This newspaper agreed to award 


‘the prizes it offered in this man- 


ner because the band leaders: and 
school officials feel that this sys- 
tem “tends to focus all attention 
upon the performance rather than 
upon winning,” according to Sisk. 

Divisions of the concert bands 
are: “A,” “B” and “C” (expe- 
rienced) concert bands; first year 
high school bands; and junior high 
or elementary school bands. “A” 
represents a school enrollment of 
750 or more; “B” an enrollment of 
between 250 and 750;.and “C” is 
the classification for schools of 
250 pupils or less. 


Ratings are graded as: “Supe- 


rior,” “excellent,” “good,” “aver- 
age” and “fair.” 


In the concert contest at the 
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auditorium, each band will play 
three selections. 


Marching bands in the night 
event at Grant field are to play 
music of their own choice but will 
perform regulation maneuvers in 
addition to any special maneuver, 
in order that Overgard will 
able to judge their comparative 
ability and to name one band as 
the winner of the contest. 

All band leaders in the march- 
ing band event have been encour- 
aged to show off their bands to 
the best advantage and each will 
have 12 minutes in which to per- 
form. 

Because of the number of drum 
majors and majorettes entered in 
this fast moving event, the time 
for each twirler is limited to five 
minutes. 

They, too, have a regulation set 
of tricks to perform to guide 
Henry F. Reid Jr., Alabama drum 
major, in judging the winner, but 
any one may add any other ma- 
nipulation or stunt he or she 
wishes. 

Twenty-five dollars cash will be

given by The Constitution to the 
boy and the girl Reid chooses as 
the best in this competition.

NOT THE SAME 

President Roosevelt, in his address before 
the Junior Jackson Day dinner, on Wednesday, 
apparently used the terms “reactionary,” and 
“conservative,” interchangeably. It would ap- 
pear, in reading the quoted text of his remarks, 
that he brands both reactionaries and con- 
servatives, if they are in the Democratic party, 
with the same label of “undesirable.” 

No greater mistake could be made. The two 
terms are totally different in meaning and to 
lump both classifications under one condemna- 
tion can be nothing but confusing and produc- 
tive of discord within the party at a time when 
it should be striving for harmony. 

A “reactionary” is, in modern use of the 
word, one who is constantly seeking to return 
to the status of years past, to resume outworn 
modes of government and of social practice 
and to turn the clock back to times which 
have assumed a false glow through the alchemy 
of history. | 

“Conservatives,” on the other hand, do not 
object to progress, in fact they are as eager, as 
a group, to discover and apply the cure of any 
social ill as the most progressive of their con- 
freres. They recognize, however, that ex- 
perimentation through questionable and un- 
tried methods is frequently more dangerous to 
the nation than the ills which, obstensibly, it 
is sought to cure, The conservatives act as the 
necessary brake upon the wheels of progress, 
a brake which: must be applied from time to 
time if the machinery of government is not 
to run wild and destroy everything, includ- 
ing even those who have set it in motion and 
have accelerated its speed. 

It will be a sad day for any party, and for 
the nation itself, when that party turns its 
back upon the wisdom of the conservatives 
and thus throw away all restraint. 

President Roosevelt, and all other leaders, 
should welcome conservatives who provide the 
governor belt that prevents dangerous. speed in 
the journey toward the millennium. 

If the Democratic party in the United States 
is to be saved from the danger of excess en- 
thusiasm for reform, it can only be saved by 
its solid conservative membership. What. the , 
nation needs is not unrestrained radicalism, 
but intelligent, sober meeting of all problems 
by men who realize the danger of going too fast 
as well as the death that lies in no progress 


at all. 


IDEALISM IN TECHNICOLOR 


The Japanese totalitarlans need go no 
further than Nippon for their lessons in propa- 
ganda. The world’s masters in disseminating 
the purest bunk serene live there. The simple 
theory of a misunderstanding abroad of all 
Japanese ideals, although purely fictitious, has 
served for years as a background for a vast, 
successful program of deception at home. | 

The need for keeping the mass mind focused 
on something new, for fear it will think too 
deeply on the failures of the old, is the first 
and most necessitous function of the totali- 
tarian government. Thus the fear of Com- 
munism, a sort of eye-to-eye view with Hitler 
and Mussolini, has suddenly come to be the 
chief reason for the “incident” in China. 
Lengthening casualty lists and mounting taxes 
were fast destroying the old legend of Japa- 
nese invincibility. Something had to be’done 
about it. Hence the anti-Comintern pact. 

The idea has been played up tremendously. 
Posters and pictures, as usual, were utilized ex- 
tensively. The Japanese love pictures, especially 
when done in technicolor. The contrasting 
shades doubtless accentuate the purity of the 
motives and the loftiness of the Japanese ideals 
when bringing the benefits of the rising sun to 
benighted peoples such as the Chinese. 

Among the works of propagandic art is a 
map—done in colors. Russia, of course, is solid 
red. That part of China not controlled by 
Japan is also red. All of North America, all 
of the British Empire and Commonwealth of 
Nations, are pink, indicating friendliness to- 
ward Communism. Japan, Germany, Italy and 
all the spots in the world under their control 
and which they hope to control are in green, 
meaning anti-red. Blue denotes lands “close 
to the anti-red camp.” The Argentine is blue. 
The entire Dutch Indies is blue, which if true, 
would surely make Holland blue. 

The real purpose of the map, which has been 
widely distributed in Japan, Manchoukuo and 
China, is doubtless not so much to make cer- 
tain nations seem anti-red as to make them 
appear pro-Japanese. Even Rumania, Poland,

pear suspicious. Those who use words and 
promises merely as instruments of deceit must 
become, inevitably, suspicious of honesty and 
unable to recognize simple frankness when 
they encounter it. 

Cleared of all clouding side issues, the re- 
fusal of the dictators to treat the Roosevelt 
proposal on its face value means one thing and 


.one thing only. Their program of aggrandize- 


ment by force, or the threat of force, is not 
over. The President asked them merely to re- 
frain from the appeal to arms for ten years. 
They refuse. Which can mean but one thing 
—that they intend to use their armed might 
for further attacks against the sovereignty of 
other independent states. 

As for the sneering reference, by Il Duce, 
tb the ineffectiveness of previous disarmament 
conferences, it is only necessary to recall that 
those earlier attempts for world-wide peace 
have been rendered abortive only because of 
the ambitions and actions of Mussolini him- 
self and his axis partners, Hitler and the mili- 
taristic leaders of Japan. Without the disrupt- 
ing influence of these three nations; the world 
would today have good reason to hope that the 
age of peace had dawned. Disarmament would 
not only be a possibility, it would be an ac- 
complished fact and the peace conferences of 
the past would not have been in vain. 

The reception given the Roosevelt appeal by 
both Germany and Italy bodes ill for the fu- 
ture of the world. It demonstrates once more 
the persistent dreams of world empire held by 
the dictators and should act as warning, once 
again and more emphatically than ever, that if . 
the mad march for conquest is not halted soon, 
the civilization of all the world is doomed to 
servitude, under the ruthless dominance of the 
totalitarian philosophies of Nazi and Fascist, 


AN INTELLIGENT PROPOSAL 

The proposal by a group of Meriwether 
county farmers, that the cotton growing area 
of the south be divitied into three sections and 
all cotton production prohibited in one section 
a year, is worthy of most serious considera- 
ion. 

It is, in essence, but an application of the 
method of rotation of crops on a wider scale, 
with the added advantage that it offers a really 
workable. plan to end, once and for all, the 
ravages of the boll weevil. If it will do this 
alone, it should be welcomed, 

The boll weevil emerges, each spring, from 
its winter hibernation and depends upon a new 
growth of cotton for its summer existence and 
further propagation. If there is no cotton the 
Thus the entire 
elimination of cotton over one-third of the cot- 
ton growing area would, it is reasonable to be- 
lieve, wipe out the weevils in that area. In 
three years, therefore, there would be od more 
weevils. 

Provision should be made, however, for a no- 
cotton band between éach of the sections, so 
that one could not be re-contaminated on its 
border by the weevils from another section. 
For, once an area is re-infested, the weevil 
Spreads rapidly and it would soon become a 
south-wide problem once again. 

The plan, as proposed, would not increase 
present government costs. For it is suggested 
that, while the cotton farmers of the area 
growing no cotton be paid on a basis of not less 
than 5 cents per pound for their banned crop, 
there would be no crop reduction benefits what- 
ever to pay in the other two areas. 

It would encourage and increase diversifica- 
tion of southern crops, with great impetus to 
the program of planting to “live at home.” 

All in all the proposal is an intelligent ap- 
proach to a very urgent problem and one which, 
most certainly, will receive careful considera- 
tion from the powers that be in Washington.

Several government ex- 
perts believe that fhe worst is already over. meg 
A flight of European capital to this country has been in almost 
continuous progress since last September. English and French capi- 
talists have hurried to sell their sterling and francs. 
Switzerland and Belgium money has poured out—more than half 
of it, it is said, funds originally smuggled at great.risk from 
Germafy, and now being sent to a new and safer refuge. As the 
other currencies have been. exchanged for dollars, foreign dollar 
balances have piled up to staggering totals in the New York banks. 
Indeed, the flight of capital this winter has been greater, more dra- 


_ matic ‘and more potentially: dangerous than any other in remem- 


bered financial history. : 
But flight capital is always smart money. Little fellows with no 
sources of information are not in.a position to export their funds. 
d very few of the big fellows are in the habit of waiting to the 
last minute. That is why the worst is now thought to. be over. 
Funds have actually been returning to Paris in the last month—a 
movement which would be inexplicable without the precedent of 
the Munich mobilization, whigh started a similar movement when 
conscripts who had been keeping literally all their spare cash abroad 
were forced to repatriate some of it for their families’ uses. Funds 
are still leaving London and,the other centers, but the movement 
is slower.

It follows that statement with the 
words, “according to ‘police re- 
ports.” Thus what the paper is 
telling is not that the man is a 
burglar, but that the police rec- 
ords list him as an alleged burglar.

whole. I came to Lancaster, Pa., 
to deliver a lecture in aid: of the 


{local Lions Club which has as- 


sumed a duty of helping the. work 
of the Pennsylvania Association 
for the Blind. ; 

e remarkable aspect of this 
work is the great deal that is done 
with the pathetically little money 
there is to do it. Whatever is done 
here for several hundred blind has 
to be done with about $100 a year 
for each. I am not talking about 
the pensions and allowances, from 
which ‘those who can’t see get a 
bare subsistence—about a dollar a 
day. This work attempts to let 
the blind take part in human life 
instead of sitting helpless in dark- 
ness—which is precisely the dif- 
ference between continuing hell 
and, for them, comparative happi- 
ness. » 

There are many handcrafts 
which they can be taught. These 
can produce a modest living. But 
they can do much more than that. 

They convince blind people that 
they are contributing something to 
the life in which they live. That is 
almost everything for them, I 
never saw among creative work- 
ers—artisans. or artists—such en- 
thusiastic pride as those people 
take in their work—whether it 
was the girl at the telephone desk 
who called numbers out of a 
Braille directory, which she has 
made herself, and typed notes on 
a Braille typewriter; or women 
doing delicate needle work, or men 
making furniture, mats and bas- 
kets. There is a human value in 
this work—the greatness of which 
is almost impossible to convey in 
words. It must be preserved and 
it could and ought to be vastly ex- 
tended,

‘BALLYHOOING WAR’ 
TAFT SAYS OF F.D.R 


Trying to Divert Attention 
From Troubles at Home, 
He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—(?) 
Describing the New Deal as a 
“failure,” Senator Taft, Republi- 
can, Ohio, said tonight that the ad- 
ministration was “‘ballyhooing” the 
foreign situation “to take the 
minds of the people off their trou- 
bles at home.” 

The Ohioan, in a speech pre- 
pared for a “Republicans-on-the- 
march” dinner, said that three 
months of the present session of 
congress had, forced analysts of 
government and économics to two 
conclusions: 

That the New Deal has “re- 
duced us to a tremendously dan- 
gerous situation,” with more un- 
employed in February than the 
average for any month in the pre- 
vious four years and with nation- 
al income for 1938 $14,000,000,-

Educator and Social Worker 
Will Discuss Democracy 
at Home. 


Henry M. Busch, widely known 
educator and social worker, will

League of Women Voters. Because 
of the large number planning to 
attend, the place of meeting has 
been changed from the Henry 
Grady hotel to the Atlanta Wom- 
an’s Club auditorium.

old subject with a finish and a 
grace that would make any ama- 
teur squirm in his seat.

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The layman is satisfied to con- 
demn or applaud the weather as 
it is finally delivered, just as he 
exclaims over the finished prod- 
uct of an automobile factory, a 
playwright’s brain, or a painter’s 
manipulation of his brushes. 

When a hundred graduate me- 
teorologists sit down to take the 
weather apart and gurgle over 
the hidden beauties of its inner 
workings and the  pollysylabic 
mysteries they encounter inside, it 
is time for the average layman to 
tiptoe outside into God’s sunshine 
and revel in the finished product 
that he is_ willing to accept as 
nothing more involved than the 
soft caress of a gentle sun’s rays 
on a grateful mankind. 

When a weather man talks about 
the weather, he puts words to 
work that develop the simplest 
topic of all conversation into a

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A young man—listed on the 
program as R. D. Elliott, meteor- 
ologist of the Eastern Air Lines— 
stepped up to the platform in 
Room 105, physics building, Geor- 
gia School of Technology, yester- 
day to chat for 20 minutes with 
the other scientists on the pleasant 
topic of “Land and Sea Breezes 
Over Florida.”

Because it is the most difficult 
measurement to change, the bit- 
terest complaints are from women 
in all weight groups who want to 
see an improvement in the bust 
contour.

The tissues cannot absorb nour- 
ishment through the skin, and 
creams and ointments are of prac- 
tically no value.

Labor Hears Legislature 
_ Flayed for School 
Situation. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., April 20.—(7) 
Delegates to the Georgia Federa- 


tion of Labor’s 4lst annual con- 
vention here today ‘were asked by 
Dean Eric W. Hardy, president of 
Augusta Junior College, in a di- 
rect attack on the so-called 
“grandfather clause,” to go on rec- 
ord as favoring abolishment of 
“such collective crookedness.” 
Condemning the state’s practice 
of carrying out provisions of the 
clause which, he said, “in effect 
repudiates the unpaid obligations 
of its employes at the end of the 
fiscal year,” Dean Hardy said: 


“T contend that when the state 
refuses to keep faith even in the 
payment of ihese disgracefully 
low wages, hiding behirid a dam- 
nable thing like the ‘grandfather 
clause,’ that every. red-blooded 
citizen should hang his head in 
shame. .Before God, I ask why the 
state—the collective expression of 
you and me—should be less. hon- 
est and honorable than I should 
be as an ind:vidual citizen. 1 chal- 
lenge that.no decent man can be 
the silent partner in any such. col- 
lective crookedness.” 

‘Call Assembly Back. 

He urged the delegates to en- 
courage a resolution calling the 
general assembly back into ses- 
sion . before “the grandfather 
clause takes its toll June 30,” and 
take the present situation into ton- 
sideration and “defend the only 
suré means’ by Which democracy 
may be saved.” 

Governor Rivers, in his annual 
talk to the convention, told dele- 
gates that the state administration 
program since he has been in of- 
fice has always been “labor’s pro- 
gram for advancement of the rank 
and file.” 

He said he wanted organized 
labor to support revenue meas- 
ures to “pay the bills of the state’s 
program,” but he suggested no 
specific methods of raising the 
necessary $8,500,000. 


DR. PUSEY DISCUSSES 


LIVING WITHIN BUDGET 
Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
ATHENS, Ga., April 20.—Dr. E. 
D. Pusey, of the University of 
Georgia, told the Athens League of 
Women Voters that certain gov- 
ernmental weaknesses must be 
rectified in Georgia before “we 
can live within our budget.” 
One of these weaknesses, he 
said, is the practice of making 
large legislative appropriations 
without, at the same time, ar- 
ranging to, get the funds with 
which to pay the appropriations. 
No state can keep out of debt 
without knowing in advance how 
much money it can depend upon 
receiving, and how much it is go- 
ing to be able to spend during the 
fiscal year, Dr. Pusey said.

SEEK GAINES’ AID

delegation of 21 members of the 
Franklin County -Teachers’ Asso- 
ciation yesterday visited Repre- 
sentative Homer W. Gaines in La- 
vonia to present their organiza- 
tion’s recommendations in favor of 
a general sales tax to support the 
state’s educational program.

HATCH BILL ROUSES 
VIGOROUS PROTEST 


Federal Officeholders Op- 
pose Move To Halt Po- 
litical Activities.

WASHINGTON, April 20.— 
Aroused over prospects of being 
denied an active part in future po- 
litical campaigns a host of United | 


States district attorneys, marshals, | 


collectors of internal revenue and | 
other® federal administrative offi- 
cers have begun to raise their 
voices against final passage of the 
Hatch bill which would make it 
unlawful for such government job- 
holders to use their influence in 
election contests. 

Already passed by the senate 
and now pending before the house 
judiciary committee, a storm of 
protests seems to have temporar- 
ily halted the measure’s progress. 
So vigorous has the dissent been 
in some quarters that a move has | 
been made by Senator Joseph Guf- 
fey, 
Pennsylvania, to have it reconsid- 
ered in the upper chamber. 

Apparently the bill and _ its 
ramifications was overlooked by 
most of the federal officeholders 
affected, although presented for- 
mally some weeks ago near the 
beginning of the session. Or per- 
haps the chances of its passage 
had been underrated. Now that | 
it is half way through the national 
legislative mill, remaining only. 
for house approval to put it on 
the statute books, holders of the | 
government offices involved have 
awakened to the restrictions im- | 
posed and are bending their ef- 
forts to have it defeated.

for any person employed in any 
“administrative or supervisory 
capacity” in any agency of the) 
federal government to use his or) 
her influence or to take part in) 
political campaigns, acting as | 
manager or otherwise.

outside of those in the cabinet and | 
undercabinet structure.

\CITY CHALLENGES 
COAL ACT LEGALITY 


Minimum Price Fixing As- 
sailed in Appeal. 


The city of Atlanta challenged 
'in the supreme court in Washing- 
ton yesterday the constitutionality 
of the national bituminous coal 
act of 1937. 

The city appealed from a three- 
judge federal court in the District 
of Columbia which ruled February 
15 that the law, which empowers 
the coal commission to promulgate 
orders fixing minimum prices for 
coal, “constitutes no infringement 
of the sovereign powers of the 
city of Atlanta.” 

The city sought an injunction to 
restrain the coal commission from 
issuing the orders. 

Counsel for the city contended 
the act “is contrary to the consti- 
tution of the United States;” that 
the commission was without pow- 
er to issue minimum price orders; 
and that if it did issue such or- 
ders they “are not applicable to 
any coal purchased by the city.”
